MURDER TRIAL 


EXTRAORDINARY CONDUCT OF 
WITNESS 
GIRL-WIFE'S. OUTBURSTS 

Extraordinary scenes were wit- 
nessed in the Kowloon Magistracy 
on Saturday in the case in which 
Lam Ling (39) is charged with the 
murder of Indian Police Constable 
B. 458, Sapura Singh, on the night 
of July 11, on a vacant. piece of 
ground between Jordan and Austin 
Roads. 

The Court was crowded: with in- 
terested spectators. ~ 

The so-called girl-wife of the ac- 
cused was responsible for many 
scenes, her outbursts. being repeat- 
edly réproved. by the Magistrate, 
but ber fury knew no bounds:when 
accused made an effort to turn the 
tables by accusing the girl and her 


lover of the mirder of the Indianj| 


constable. 

This was the fourth day in the 
hearing of the case by the Magis- 
trate, Mr. T. S. Whyte-Smith. 

The. aecused questioned Cheung 
Kui, an eighteen-year-old girl, who 
is his supposed wife, at great 
length. 

Mr. H. Somerset Fitzroy, Assist- 
ant Crown Attorney (for the 
prosecution), Chief-Detective-In- 
spector Reynolds, and Detective- 
Inspector C. P. Fallon, who is in 
charge of the case, were all present 
when the hearing was started at 
10.45 am., the Court rising at 1 
p.m. 

Previous to entering the witness- 
box the young girl howled the Court 
down, -and it was. not until the 


patient Interpreter, Mr. Yip, had}- 


explained to her that it was not 
she. who was charged with the 
murder, that she quietened down.

In “The Journal of Commerce” ap- 
peared a report of the appeal ‘> Mr. 
Justice Bateson; in the Admiralty 
Court, by the owners of the “York,” 
which had been in collision with the 
Cardiff steamer “Royal City,” in Barry 
Docks, on March 12 a year ago. 

The appeal’ raised a curious. point 
about the detention ‘allowance of the 


the “Royal City’s” visit to Antwerp in 
| the following Jariuary, whither she had 
| gone to he sold, Certain repairs were 
carried out at Antwerp. . Mr. Justice 
Bateson took: Mr. Langton’s view for

The view which impressed the 
fourts below was that the: vessel was 
in a condition to earn, beeause she had 
been earning regularly sin®the colli 
sion, and her possible new owner ‘could 
not be said to prevent her because he 
; might have refused her on February 25. 
All that, the Appeal Court held, had 
nothing to do with the case. : 

Lord Justice Serutton said: This 
is an appeai from the Ad- 
miralty Judge confirming the de- 
eision of -the District Regis- 
trar at Cardiff assessing damages 
for collision. The only point in the 
ease in whether the ship, if entitled to 
damages, can recover the loss of profits 
of the ship’s trading: when repairs had 
been done at a time when, even apart 
from the collision, the ship’ could not 
have traded at all, for the simple rea- 
son that she had her engine opened up 
so that she could not proceed; and 
stated in that way it rather looks as if 
the ease is unarguable. But Mr. 
Langton has argued -it, and we must 
dea] with it. 

The facts are these. The “Royal 
City,” of about 5,000 tons gross, met 
with a very slight collision with the 
French steamer “York, which resulted 
in a not very serious dent on her bow, 
a dent whieh anyone could see, but 
which did not detract from her sea- 
worthiness. Consequently, after the 
collision, she proceeded for some two 
voyages without repairing her dam- 
ages. Having obtained her judgment 
against the “York,” she might at once 
have proceeded to recover her damages 
without repairing it, and there is no 
doubt that in that case she would have 
recovered for the damage, because ¥e- 
pairs are only a method of estimating 


the amount of the damage; and there is ' 
no doubt in that case she would have: 


recovered the estimated damages for 
her loss-of trading profits during the 
four days which it is agreed is the 
proper time to pene the damage which : 
the “York” did to her. 
The Warranty 

But she did not take that course. At” 
the end of December, 1927, her owners 
contracted to sell her to a Greek gentle: 
man, and the contract of sale, dated 
December 21, 1927, stated that the 
“Royal City?” was “expected ready cay 
delivery between, say, January 10 and 
31,” which, on. the decisions, is a war- 
ranty that the facts at that time were 
such that she probably would be'ready ! 
to deliver to the purchaser betweer ' 
‘those two dates. There was. also;

warranty contained.in the “expected 
ready- for delivery between, say, 
January 10 and January 81.” The con- 
tract stated that the “Royal City’ was 
due in London on December 24, and 
was thence ‘going to Hamburg .and 
Antwerp, and, therefore, it was,known 
she would ultimately come to ‘Antwerp, 
and the contract was for her “to be de- 
livered ‘to buyer at Antwerp or a 
United Kingdom port at seller's option.” 

I think it is quite clear on the facts 
that the seller intended to deliver her 
at Antwerp. She reached Antwerp on 


‘which she had to deliver. The’ con: 
tract provides first of all that the con- 
tract was “subject to buyer’s approval 
after inspection afloat,” that is to say, 
the sale and purchase is subject to the 
buyer’s approval after seeing her 
afloat; and the contract goes on to pro- 
vide: “The buyer shall commence the 
inspection of the steamer afloat within 
24 hours -of re¢cé{viig notice of steam- 
2’s readiness for inspection, and if. on 
superficial inspection the buyer is satis- 
fied withthe general condition of the 
-steamer, séller shall at his own risk 


and expense open up the engines, boilers ! 


and tanks for the inspection of the 
steamer afloat by the buyer; and if the 
steamer is acceptable to the buyer, he 
is to pay for the expense of closing up 
such engines, boilers, tanks and ma- 
ehinery, The buyer shall deelare ac- 
ceptance or-refusal of the steamer in 
writing within 24 hours after comple- 
tion of such inspection afloat.” 

The “Royal City” arrived at Ant- 
werp with a cargo on board on January 
10, and notice was apparently given of 
the steamer’s readiness for inspection 
while the cargo was discharging. The 
inspection topk place andthe buyer was 
satisfied with the superficial inspec- 
tion of the steamer, and so the next 
step had to proceed. The next ‘step was 
that having got the cargo out and 


by the contract, the seller had to open 
up the engines, boilers, and tanks for 
inspection . That’ he began to do on 
January 16, the work was finished on 
January 28, and the buyer wag satis- 
fed with what he Saw on that inspec- 
ion. * 

Consequently there came the last 
stage, which was that thé steamer, 
-having been stemmed for dry dock, she 
went into dry dock on February 2, and 
the inspection of the bottom and other 
under-water parts and the tail ‘end 
shaft took place in February. Mean- 
while . the engines, boilers and 
tanks were opened up, and the 
ship, therefore, could not possibly pro- 
ceed to sea or do anything, opportunity 
Jwas taken to Be right the cotlision 
damage done the “York,” which 
could be dene without going into dry 
dock, and which involved dealing with 
one plate and possibly fairing some 

others—work which, it is agreed, would 
take four days, and thet four days’ 
work was done between January 16.and 
January 28—that is to say, while the 
ship was in such 4 position owing to 
what was being ‘dine under the con- 
tract of Sale that she could not have 
traded if she had wanted to. 

Could Net Trade 

Then comes the question; What 
damages ought the Hegistrar at Cardiff 
to assess as the damage done by the 
“York?” Now, there is no dispute that 
the owners of the “Royal City” recover- 
ed the cost of repairs. But they go on 
and say, “These repairs tock four days 
and therefore we are entitled to four 
days’ loss of trading profit because you, 
by doing this damage, have stopped 
us from trading the vessel for four 
days.” 

The answer made to that is this: 
“We have not done anything of the 
sort. You could not have traded at 
this period if there had been no col- 
lision damage, because you were en- 
gaged in fulfilling -your contrect of 
sale by putting the. ship into such a 
condition that she could not trade if she 
had wanted to; and what has happen: 
ed is exactly what Avould have happened 
if-there had been no collision and no 
damage at all. You would: still have 
opened up this ship for inspection of 
boilers, engines and tanks, and you 
would not have heén able to trade. But 
the fact that you were not able tc trade 
is nothing to do: wath the collision. It 

| Was because you had sold the ship and

Kingsway said: “If itis certain that 
repairs cannot at any time be effected, 
as. for example, if the ship is at the 
time of the reference already Jost un 
repaired, nothing, in my opinion, can 
be allowed for detention, Such was 
the case of the “Glenfinlas,” recently 
before Mr. Registrar Roscoe, to which 
I was referred. If there neither has 
heen, nor can be, detention during re- 
pairs, the owner can suffer no loss by 
reason of detention.”

“He,” that is Mr. Justice Hill, “took 
the view, and I should agree if it were 
necessary to decide it, that if at the

Baltic ee Analogy 

“T put during the argument other in- 
stances where apparently the same re-{ 
sult would follow. In the recent re. 
markable winter all the ports of the 
Baltic have been permanently blocked 
by ice. Supposing that a vessel caught 
in the Raltic and detained by ice sc that 
she could not trade at ‘all, takes the 
opportunity of doing repairs. She may 
recover the cost of repairs, but in my 
view she is not entitled to say: “I 
have lost so many days trading profit,” 
because the pre-existing conditio;n, 
whieh has nothing whatever to do with 
the collision, is that, however much she 
wanted to trade, she could not because 
she was held up by ice. Another case 
whieh occurred to me was the case of 
an embargo preventing any. ship from 
moving. or trading, and the ship- 
owner, taking advantage of his ship 
being held up by the embargo, deciding 
to-do repairs due to a previous col- 
lision. 

Again, I-do not think it would be. 
possible for him to say, “I claim from 
you the loss of profit on trading,” be- 
cause it was quite impossible, owing to 
circumstances not connected with the 
collision at all—namely, the embargo— 
that he should trade, and consequently 
he never lost any profits of trading be- 
cause of the collision. If I under- 
stood Mr. Langton's argument, 1t was 
that it was so uncertain when the re- 
pairs could be done that you could not 
treat the various detentions under the 
contract of sale and the’ collision .as 
having necessarily anything to do with 
each other. It appears to me, on the 
facts, that the owners of the. “Royal 
City” intended throughout the time of 
the contract of sale to take the ship to 
Antwerp, and there go through the pro- 
cesses which were necessary to fulfil the 
contract, which, 1 have no doubt, did 
include making the collision repairs, 
because a- purchaser, particularly a 
Greek purchaser, would certainly use 
the existence of a large dent in the 
how unrepaired to!reduce the price un- 
less the seller undertook to repair it in 
erder that he, the purchaser, might be 
satisfied. 

The Word “Delivery” 

‘There is one other word I desire to 
say, and that is this; Mr. Justice 
Bateson’s judgment proceeds in'a large 
measure on a view of the contract that 
the word “delivery,” when uscd, does 
not. mean delivery to the purchaser 
under the contract of sale, but means 
tendered to the purchaser in order that 
le may make his superficial inspection.

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The only other point I desire to make 
is that the learned Registrar, - whose 
Teport is before us, somehow managed 
to find that the ship, “upon the evid- 
ence before mé, but for the collision 
could, and would, have earned a profit— 
ie., in those four days.” With great 
respect to the Registrar, 1 am quite 
unable to conceive where he could find 
any evidence to enable him te make that 
finding. . The facts which I have stated 
seem to me to show clearly that the 
vessel could not have earned a profit 
because of her proceedings under the 
contract of sale, and that the collision 
had nothing to do with her: failure: to 
earn profit during those four days. 

In those circumstances the report 
must be varied by striking out the 
group of items which are contained 
under the head of loss of profit, other- 
wise the report is confirmed. The ap- 
Pellants must neve the costs of the 
appeal. 

Lord Justice Greer Concurs 


Lord Justice Greér.—I agree, It is 
unnecessary. for me ‘to say anything 
with regard to the facts of the case 
which have been stated in my lord’s 
judgment, but I want to. say a few 
words about the principles that have to 
be applied in estimating damages, 
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The rect principle in the law as to | 
the measure of damages is this: dam- 
ages are intended to be a compensation 
for loss caused by the wrongful act 
of the defendant, and the fundamenta! 
tule.is that those damages are such a 
sum of money as will put the plaintiff, 
so far as money can, in the same posi- 
ticn as that in which he would have 
been if no wrong had been committed 
against him, if there had been no 
breach of his right. 

That rule may be subject to some ex: 
ceptions because there have been cases 
in which it-has been decided that 
there is an absolute rule of law en- 
titling a man to a particular measure 
of damages, whether in the events that 
have happened he has suffered that 
damage or not. There used-to he one 
exception in the law of landlord and 
tenant where a lessor could recover 
against his lessee damages for failure - 
to repair at the end cf the lease al. 
though the repairs would have been 
absolutely useless to the landlord be-~ 
eause of the building having to come 
down; it was just as easy to take it 
down without the repairs as to take it 
down after the repairs had been done. 
However, that exception has been done 
away with.

Be that as it may, however, I think 
it is quite clear upon the authority of 
the three cases to which my Jord has 
referred that that rule has no applica- 
tion to the claim in this case. It seems 
to be clear to demonstration when the 
facts are carefully considered that if 
there had been no tort committeed by 
the defendant, still the plaintiff would 
have lost the use of his vessel over the 
four days in question; and, that being 
so, he has not suffered any damage by 
reason of the fact that he was pre- 
vented from profitably using -his vessel | 
during the four days in question. He { 
Would have been in exactly the same 
position if there never had been a col 
lision and there never had been a dent 
in the plates of the ship. For these 
reasons I agree with my lord that these 
damages cannot be recovered. 

The Kingsway Case

BEGGAR PROBLEM 
CALCUTTA TO SOLVE THE 
NUISANCE 


That the establishment of Poor 
Law institutions on the lines o3- 
taining in Western countries was 


the only way of mitigating the beg: |. 


yar nuisance in Calcutta, was tho 
opinion expressed by Rai Bahadur 
Dr. Chuni bal Bose, speaking at the 
weekly meeting of the Caleutta 
-Ratary Club. . i 

After emphasising at the outset 
that the problem of mendicancy 
was rendered more difficult of solu- 
tion in India owing to the religious 
and social customs of the people, 
Dr. Bose proceeded to classify the 
different types of beggar to be met. 
with in Calcutta. 

Proceeding to consider the means 
there were in Caleutta for relief 
of ‘distress generally and for the 
mitigation ‘of the beggar-nuisance 
particularly, Dr. Boze referred to 
the District Charitable Society, the 
Tollygunge Home, the Little Sisters 
of the Poor, the Salvation Army. 
the Refuge, the several orphanages 
and a few hospitals and infirmaries 
where the poor sick were treated. 


-Relieving Distress 


These agencies, said Dr. Bose, 
were helpPul to some extent in re- 
Heving distress among the poor but 
were inadequate to cope with the 
beggar nuisance in the city. For 
the suppression of the evil other 
measures which had been deserib- 
ed in the report of the Mendicancy 
Committee which sat in 1920 were 
necessary. 

The Committce recommended 
that Calcutta should be provided 
with the following Poor Law 
institutions which should be group- 
ed together in an out-lying side in 
the northern pari of the city:— 
(4) a receiving centre with a casual] 
ward, (2) a hospital for incurables 
with a curable ward, (3) an alms 
house, (4) an industrial home and 
(5) an industrial school. The alms 
house was intended for those only 
who were too old to work, The in- 
dustrial Home should provide work 
for able-bodied persons until they 
were able to find employment out- 
side. The industrial school was 
meant for child beggars only. All 
children under 16 years of age, 
found begging in the streets of Cal- 
eutla,. should be placed in this 
school and trained in some ugefut 
work or ‘industry. 

Dr. Bose declared his belief that 
the measures recommended by the 
Mendicancy Committee, if proper- 
ly carried out, would effectively put 
a check to the beggar-nuisance in 
Calcutta. e

SIMPLE BUT DIGNIFIED 
: OPENING CEREMONY 


- TRIBUTE TO THE MAYOR 


Canton, Yesterday, 

At the hall of the Police Club at Sai 
Kwa Yuen this morning at 10 o'clock a 
gathering of several hundred people 
witnessed the opening ceremouy of the 
automatic telephone seryice. 

The ceremony was simple but digni- 
fied.. Mr. Lai Tso-kam, who presided, 
explained that through indispositian 
the Mayor, Mr. Lam Man-koi, was 
unable to be present. He went on to 
say that the automatic lines were laid 
down in April last year, and that to- 
day'saw the completion of the work. It 
was largely due to the old ’phones, that 
had taxed the patience of the com- 
fhunity to the point of a rebellious 
mood, that the’ present up-te-date ser- 
vice has been brought into existence. 

Whole-Hearted Co-operation © 

_ Mr. J. F. Rhame, the general mana- 
ger of the China Electric Company, 
was called upon for a few remarks, in 
the course of which he said he was glad 
of the opportunity to be identified with 
the Canton Municipal Administration, 
and.to say that most of their difficul- 
ties had heen overcome by the whole- 
hearted co-operation of the Municipal 
bodies. He took pleasure in .congra- 
tulating the Canton Municipality on-the 
completion of its automatic telephone 
service and wished it every success, 

. Mr. Feng Wei, the Commissioner of 
Public. Utilities, said, in the course of 
his address, that the last telephone 
service was at least 20 years ol?, and 
was so unsatisfactory that-in 1917 Dr. 


-)Sun Yat-sen insisted on installing a 


new telephone service as being the frst 
step in his scheme of reconstruction, 

So in that year a contract was signed 
with an American company to putin 
a new telephone line and machines, but 
the company failed-to carry out its con- 
tract within the stated period, which 
was afterwards cancelled by the pre- 
sent Mayor. He concluded that the en- 
tire credit for the installation of new 
automatic telephones must be given to 
Mr. Lam Man-koi, who was mainly res- 
ponsible for the improvement. 

“Painful Past” . 

Mr. Ching Ting-ku, the Commission- 
er of Publie Works,’ made a very 
eloquent speech, in the course of which 
he said the remembrance of the old 
telephone service still stirred the in- 
dignation. But now all that painful 
past was over, and 4 new system of 
communication had come into operation 
that would ensure satisfaction te all 
the subscribers. 

Other speakers followed more or less 
on the same theme. About five 
minutes to twelve, the Chairmen arose 
to say that the time had arrived for 
him to put the new automatic system 
into operation, and in the midst of 
firecrackers going off outside and the 
music of a brass band in the hall, he 
pulled a lever on the table before him 
which was connected with the central 
station in the Administration building, 
and the automatic telephone system 
commenced its new career, ‘

CANTON. LAW 


PROPOSED REFORMS IN THE 
JUDICIARY 
SUBSIDIARY HIGH COURTS 

Canton, Saturday. 

The. Kwangtung High -Court is 
about to. submit to the Provincial 
Government a bill for the establish- 
ment of three Subsidiary High 
Courts, one in Hainan, the second 
in “Ko-Lui” (south-western area of 
the province) and the third in 
“Chiu-Mui” (Swatow district). 

Under the present judiciary 
syatem, there are eight local courts 
and 83 Asien courts presided over by 
the magistrates. It“is found that the 
distance of the different hsiens 
from the Courts of Appeal is such 
as to involve long delay, causing 
thereby much hardship to the 
litigants. Even the orders of the 
High Courts for the transmission of 
documents or for the attendance of 
prisoners sometimes take over a 
month before anything is done. 
Such delays have seriously hinder- 
ed the process of the Jaw and the 
necessity for. remedying the evil 
has become urgent. in the opinion 
of Mr. Justice Lo Man-tsang, Chief 
of the Kwangtung High Court. 

According to the plan in view, 
the expenditure of the three Courts 
is estimated’ at about $90,000 an- 
nually, while the receipts from 
fines, ete., amount to $36,000, leav- 
ing therefore a deficit of $54,000, 
which will be met by the Govern- 
ment if the foregoing ait is 
passed. 7

TRAVELLERS TAKE LESS THAN 
FORMERLY 
! — 


NEW WARDROBE TRUNKS 


Montreal, June 29. 

Because women wear less clothes, 
and the clothes they wear are lighter, 
less baggage is checked relative to the. 
number ef people travelling to-day 
than ten years ago, says John Gruhame- 
who has heen handling baggage at the 
Bonaventure station of the Canadian 
National Railways since 1897-32 
years ago. 

About one million pieces of checked 
baggage go through Bonayentur2 sta- 
tion in a year.. This is roughly equi- 
valent to one piece of baggage for 
every individual in the city of Mon- 
treal. In 1928, 124,000 pieces of bag- 
gage passed through the Bonaventure 
station in September, This was the 
peak month when: people were retyrn- 
ing from their vacations and, conipares' 
with 44,000 pieces in February, the 
month of the least baggage traffic. 

Sometimes a baggage -man_ will 
handle 250. trunks in a day. At least 
John Grahame used to be able to do 
that. Lately, though, he has stepped 
aside to give the. younger fellows a 
chance. “He is not as young as. he was 
and as a man grows older,trunks grow 
heavier. 

The new wardrobe trunks for a while 
presented a problem to the old baggage 
handier—“baggage smasher” is an, ob- 
solete terin, luggage is now handled 
carefully, with a minimum of damage.

Although. by nationality and choice 
a Pole, he was ‘drafted into the 
Russian army. 

He was called to mobilization in 
1913, and in 1915 was transferred 
to the Aeronautic Service. Fight- 
ing on the Eastern Front, he was 
decorated several times by Russia. 

Major Casimir Kubala is con- 
sidered the foremost aviator and 
observer in Polish milftary avia- 
tion. He isa graduate of the 
Chemistry “ Department of the 
Jagiellonian University ‘of Cracow. 

In 1914 Major. Kubala, also a 


Pole, but a resident at that time of 
Austrian Poland, was drafted into 
the Austridn army. He was trans- 
ferred to the aeronautic service in 
1916, . 

At the start of the war with the 
Lolsheviks in 1918 when. the in- 
fluence of Germany, Austria and 
Russia had lifted from divided and 
war-torn Poland, Major Idzikowski 
enlisted in the seventh squadron of 
sharpshooters and went to the 
front. He was a member of the
